Brow-beat or Tongue-beat the American Plantations, as ſome 
do for thcle Reaſons: | {8 | 

Firſt, Fuom Fears, thatthele Plantations do ſtxerigrhen Do- 
pery, by weakning Proteſtancy in Eng/2zd. - 

Anfs. Lct ſuch conſider how improbable this is, from the 
Qualifications of the People that goover. Are they not gene- 
rally cither ſuch asarc called —_— or ſo friendly1to them, 
as not caſily to be provokedro deſtroy ax diſturb them. Now 
what nced the Papiſtscare for theſe, rakes a man. They 
may bc more afraid of Fighting mcn, who are more likely to 
outſhoot them in their own Bow, if it ſhould come tothar Teſt 
( whichGod forbid. ) 

| Burfurther, Obſerve how the Quakers Adverſaries contra- 
dict themſelves by this : ſuggeſtion : For fuppoſe IV. Peryr, and 
his Friends now engaged m thele Plantations, to be fricndsto 
Popery ( a thing. not clic tobe ſuppoſed, nalels roover-throw

The Anſwer iseaſte, That then it weakens the Papiſt g5 well 
as the Proteſtant.

For if they wereminded to advance Popery, 
they would rather perſwade all their Friends ro beegme Te- 
nantsto the Popiſh Lords and Gentry here, thanto (erid them

Thirdly, It any diſlike theſe Plantations, becauſe they may

Bur thisisſo much below Chriſhan Prin- 
ciples; rhat me-thinks none FRY Chriſtianity can enter- 
rain this Temptation. God never calls away One, but he 
caffexup anorherto carty on his Work incvery Nation. * 

Fourthly, Tf. any have trouble ariling, from Afe#ion. ( which 
Ifuppoſe more likely robe forindamong Friends and Relations) 
roluch ascgoaway. Let theſe conſcientioufly weigh their Aﬀe- 
tions with the Lords Work. Tam not againſt Natural or Spi- 
ritual affetion ; [mean, ariſing trom Natural or Spiritual Re- 
htion; Bur all.muſt rake heed leſt they: forrow atthe parting 
with their Friends, like ſuch as have no hope. For if we bc- 
beve the Earth to be the —_ aud all the Inhabitants thercof 
to have Souls equally concern'd in theDeath of Chriſt ; why 
ſhonld we quench motionsin any that are incouraged to run the 
Perils of the Sea and Land, for their who ſitin Darkneſs, 
wanting thoſe moſt gloriausand powerful meansof Eternal Lite, 
which God hath fo plentifully beſtowed upon us. In piainneſs 
[ cannot bur lovingly deſirethar all Chriſtians be cautious of op- 
poſing theſe Plantations, leſt they be thought too narrow breaſt- 
ed by aftcr Ages. 5» | | _ | 
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Here peradventure ſome may ſay, Thatthey would nor hin- 
der any Friend in the Miniſtry, when called to preach the 
Cofpcltherc, or in any part of the World. Well then by thc 
fame Argument, they mult nothinderothers. For it the Con- 
yerſijon of People be finccrely delwed, Planters in their Places 
may be ſerviccable as well as Preachers, the one conhrm- 
Ing and Rivetting by Convcrlation, what the other declarcs of 
with words. Where there be Bodics or Socictics of People 
living aufwerable tothe Doftrine of their Miniiters, Strangers 
are ſooner convinced than without. Burt where they do notlo 
live, Miniſtry ſignifies lictle, rather more without them. | 

Wherefore my carneſt delirc is, That all our American * 
Planters, eſpecially fuch as bave had any Hcavcnly Openings, 
and taſte of Joy unſpeakable, endleſs Glory, that they be very 
wary and wiſe inthe mannagingall Afairs, leſtthe Indians have 
as little regard ro the Lightot Chriſt in them whenthey aretold 
of it, as they had to the Cpaniards Heaven. Bur, I hope, 
willbecar , andbe asindiffterentaboutParritions, as Abraham 
was with Lott, Gen. 13. 8. And fecing the Lord, byſtrange 
and unexpected waics and means, hasput Power and Authori- 
ty to carry on this Work into the hands of ſome, whoſe Hearts 
I do behievearcupright before him, aiming in the firſt placc ar 
his Glory, and thenthe good of allmen, eyen as theirown, I 
pray that all concerned under them, may belike minded. I 
darc not fay all areſo. Some, its robe feared, may have too 
much an Eye ro Self in tranſplanting themſelves. Burt white 
the Publique-Spirired and Honeſt-hearced are in Authority, 
otherscan do little harm. 

Fifthly, Burt further, Sowe have a ſly whiſpering lighting 
Way © Refictting upon thoſe that Tranſplant chemſelvesand 
Intereſt into America, as men of unictled brains , wandting 
minds, void of Solidify and Gravity, &c.

To this] Anſwer firſt as to Title, by deliring this Scrupler to 
look fiſt at Home, vi ateramincuſat ipſum ſe intueri ofortet. 
Art thou one of the Britiſh, Damſh,Saxon, or Norman Race > 
Yf of any of theſe, con{iderthevery Roor and Original of thy 
Predececiſors Title to any part of this Ifland, and without more 
Argumenes, I queftion not but thou wilt find enough to con- 
vince theecither to return from whence they came, (unleGhere 
were no People beforerhem) orto ftop thy mouth for ever being 
edagainſt an American Purchaſer. Secondly, Asto the Price. 
cSeller is to judge of that ; It he highly cſteem what I think 
a Trifle, there isas lictle Reaſon to ſay I cheat him, ashe cheaws 
me, if I highly eſteem what he thinks a Trifle. I might fuzther 
argue from Volenti non fit Injuria ; Burſeeing both Parties there 
are pleaſed, we may truly and comfortably ſay, Or Engliſh 
Phancers in America begin upon a more Evangclical Founda- 
rion,than the Spaniard did ; Cortex their General killing and 
taking poſſeſſion. Ours go in Peace, purchaſing the leave and 
- liking of the legal Proprictor before they Plant, 

Bur ast5 Titles, he that's minded to be curious and caprious, 
ſhall find no center. For we may —_— the very Indian Title 
tor they were at Wars one with another when Cortex Invaded 
them; and by all Circumſtances, and their own Confeſſions 
had been fo in Ages before.
